Council meeting in New York had 
their knowledge of American folk- 
ways increased when, on opening 
day, they were introduced lo out- 
quaint custom of feather-bedding. 


. This practice, 
in case anyone 
doesn't recall it, is not to be con- 
fused with bundling. It consists of 
paying a union member for stand- 
ing around and doing nothing while 
a member of anotner union (or 
of no union) gets paid for doing 
the job that the idle union member 
^tis paid for not doing, , 


Jl .Sometimes thc practice is var- 


• led by, haying the union ..-member 
paid tor not doing a job that no- 
body else is doing, as when theater 
orchestra musicians draw pay for 
not performing at a play which 
doesn't use any music before or 
after, or during the intermission. 
Fortunately, the UNO delegates es- 
caped this variation. That is just 
as well, for they must have been 
sufficiently confused by their own 
simple problem. 


Tnis pioblem involved a jurisdic- 
_tional dispute among several AFL 
tF unions, 
including 
the electrical 


workers and the movie, radio, and 
television 
operators, 
over 
who 


should run the television broad- 
casts. This was the 50th jurisdic- 
tional dispute at the temporary 
UNO headquarters during the two 
weeks il took to transform thc 
Hunter College gym into an arena 
of international discussion. All the 
others were settled before the dele- 
gales were seated. 


It looked for a lime as if the 


50th dispute might leap thc bounds 
,of television and tie up other and 
*'more usual communications. For 


Iherc was some talk of thc elec- 
tricians' taking out all the electri- 
cal equipment unless their 
boys 
got to operate thc television, or at 
least got paid for it. This would 
have made radio broadcasts of thc 
sessions impossible. 


So 
the 
feather-bedding 
was 
agreed on. The television operators 
did the job, and an equal number 
of union electricians drew an equal 
amount of pay. Word got around 
that some of the more thrifty UNO 


(Jofficials didn't like the idea. They 
"seemed to lake the attitude that 


some of the 51 nations fooling the 
bill for this meeting and other UNO 
activities might object to picking 
up the tab on this double-or-nothing 
basis. 


We can excuse their altitude, on 
the grounds -that many of the dele- 
gates 
arc 
newcomers to our 
shores and residents of countries 
where money isn't as plentiful as 
it is here, where life is harder and 
the living standard is lower. 


But if the United Nations Organ- 


gjizalion is going to live hero per- 


manently (and surely somebody 
somewhere in our broad land will 
welcome it more hospitably than 
did the squires of Westchester and 
Greenwich), the members will just 
have to get used to and accept 
our customs. 


Haven't they ever heard of James 


Caesar 
Petrillo, 
that 
stalwart 


champion of feather-bedding? Why, 
gentlemen, Mr. Petrillo is almost 
as much of an American institu- 
tion as is the hot dog or the atomic 
bomb. He has led one army of 
Standing after another, and, thanks 
to thc laws of our land up to the 
present, has never known defeat. 


Where James Caesar has led, 


other lesser commanders have fol- 
lowed, until now feather-bedding 
is an accepted 
and 
legitimate 


chapter of Americana. So don't go 
trying to change our qaint customs, 
gentlemen. Just pay up.

The study revealed that the over- 


all cost of administrative county

Expenditures on county roads in 


1944 
in all counties was $2,915,- 


363, which is $52,236 less than the 
financial outlay for roads in 1934. 


The building and maintaining of 


county highways takes more tnan 
36 per cent of the total cost for 
county government, and the taxpay- 
ers of the stale now have mil- 
lions of dollars invested in county 
roads, roads which must be main- 
tained to protect the investment 
and make it possible to get produce 
to markets, it was pointed out in 
the report.

62 Millions 
for Roads 


Little Rock, April 10 — (P)— Ar- 


kansas will have to spend $02,200,- 
000 within the next ten years to 
take care of the present highway 
system. 


This was disclosed yesterday at 


a meeting of Governor 
Lancy's 


highway advisory committee. 


Estimates 
from 
the 
highway 


commission today were that 
the 


state roughly would need 50 per 
cent more revenue thnn it now re- 
ceives to meet adequate mainten- 
ance costs. 


During the period from April 1, 


1945, 
to April 1946, all highway 


revenues, including 
the 
amount 


that must be used to retire the old 
indebtedness, amounted to $17,560,- 
000. 


These figures are on n month to 


month basis, but at current calen- 
dar year rates the annual collec- 
tion is about $16.000,000 a 
year, 


of which $3,075,000 is allotod for 
maintenance 
and 
$2,500,000 
for 


both repair and construction. 


Estimates on how much revenue 


will accrue during the next 
ten 


years to apply against the needed 
cost are not available. The high- 
way department 
said 
that 
the 


study of road needs had not pro- 
gressed far enough to give an ade- 
quate estimate over the 
ten-year 
period. 


W. H. Sadler, chairman of the 


highway commission, said the fig- 
ure does not include new construc- 
tion, repair of highway shoulders 
or consideration of county roads. 


Sadler said $22,500,000 must be 


spent on maintenance cost in the 
first five year period and $29,600,- 
000 in the second five-year period. 


The advisory committee voted to 


meet here again May 7 for its third 
session and deferred action on pro- 
posals that it recommend a spe- 
cial legislative session to take ac- 
tion on the highway problem.

Rock was completed and forwarded 
to the director of the budget this 
week for inclusion-in a comprehen- 
sive plan for Arkansas river devel- 
opment. After approved by the bud- 
get office the whole plan will be 
submitted to Congress. 


The chief engineer's report says 


one group advocating the 
canal 


route emphasized the value of ob- 
taining water for irrigation of the 
Grand Prairie section. It claimed 
that $1,335,000 would be saved an-

by

river's bends, 
shortening 
travel 
routes.

highway advisory committee. 


Estimates 
from 
the 
highway 


commission today were that 
the 


state roughly would need 50 per 
cent more revenue thnn it now re- 
ceives to meet adequate mainten- 
ance costs. 


During the period from April 1, 


1945, 
to April 1946, all highway 


revenues, including 
the 
amount 


that must be used to retire the old 
indebtedness, amounted to $17,560,- 
000. 


These figures are on n month to 


month basis, but at current calen- 
dar year rates the annual collec- 
tion is about $16.000,000 a 
year, 


of which $3,075,000 is allotod for 
maintenance 
and 
$2,500,000 
for 


both repair and construction. 


Estimates on how much revenue 


will accrue during the next 
ten 


years to apply against the needed 
cost are not available. The high- 
way department 
said 
that 
the 


study of road needs had not pro- 
gressed far enough to give an ade- 
quate estimate over the 
ten-year 
period. 


W. H. Sadler, chairman of the 


highway commission, said the fig- 
ure does not include new construc- 
tion, repair of highway shoulders 
or consideration of county roads. 


Sadler said $22,500,000 must be

Rock was completed and forwarded 
to the director of the budget this 
week for inclusion-in a comprehen- 
sive plan for Arkansas river devel- 
opment. After approved by the bud- 
get office the whole plan will be 
submitted to Congress. 


The chief engineer's report says 


one group advocating the 
canal 


route emphasized the value of ob- 
taining water for irrigation of the 
Grand Prairie section. It claimed

, United States threw its diplomatic 
, weight today behind a double-bar- 
relled drive to speed peace lor 
much of Europe and harmony for 
the Americas. 
This, in brief, is the situation: 
Europe — Barring 
unexpected 
developments, Secretary of State 
Byrnes will meet in Paris April 25 
With Foreign Ministers Molotov of 
;Russia, Bevin of Britain and Bi- 
dault of France in a critical ses- 
sion which may determine when 
'the projected, 2t-nation European 
peace conference can begin. 


At stake in turn are final treaties 
'which will permit full restoration 
of sovereignty 
to the 
European 


countries once allied 
with 
Nazi 
Germany — Italy, Bulgaria. 
Ro- 
mania, Hungary and Finland. 


Americas — This country, in ef- 


fect, is extending the olive branch 
to Col. Juan D. Peron, Argentina's 
"strong man" and president-elect. 
The gesture is a bid to end two 
years of intermittent bickering and 
restore 
hemisphere 
solidarity, 
.backed up by a Pan American de- 
fense treaty. 
Byrnes disclosed these new de- 
velopments at a news conference 
late yesterday. 


He announced that Molotov and 
Bevin had accepted his suggestion 
that big four 
foreign 
ministers 
meet in Paris some two 
weeks 
hence in an effort to break 
the 


^present deadlock over 
drafts of 
proposed peace treaties. Bidault is 
•expected to follow suit.-., 
' Then Byrnes issued a statement 
-which said the United States would 
"welcome" Argentina's 
participa- 
tion in the Pan American 
defense 
treaty if the Peron .government 
would fulfill its hemisphere com- 
mitments, including its pledge to 
eliminate "Axis influences." 
Persons close to Byrnes said he 
Considers the approaching 
Paris 
trip one of the most important mis- 
sions he has ever undertaken. The 


cabinet officer has said repeatedly 
he regards peace treaties with the 
former Axis satellites and removal 
of occupation troops as a critically 
urgent matter. 


That is why he has opposed post- 


poning the general F.uropean aeace 
conference, scheduled to start in 
Paris no laler than May 1. Yes- 
terday, however, he indicated post- 
ponement -might be inevitable. He 
said the foreign ministers

have to set the date for its opening. 
Russia Asks 
U.S. to Drop 
Spy Charge 


Washington. April 9 —(#•)— Gov- 


ernment 
officials reported today 


that Russia has "suggested" 
the 
United States drop its spy charges 
against Soviet Lt. Nicolai G. Redin 
unless it can produce more evi- 
dence. 


Redin, a 29-year-old naval offi- 


cer, was 
seized 
by the FBI at 


Portland, Ore., March 26 on espi- 
onage charges. 


Washington officials, who asked 
anonymity, told reporters the Sov- 
iet Union had sent its 
suggestion 


through ordinary diplomatic chan- 
nels. It was not a flat request that 
the case be dropped, they said. 


Instead, it expressed the opinion 


that on the basis of current evi- 
dence the charge was not justified 
and asked whether 
this 
govern- 


ment 
expected to proceed 
with 
the case. 


The FBI warrant charged Redin 


with inducing an unnamed person 
to give him data on the U. S. S. 
Yellowstone, a destroyer 
tender. 
The arrest came at a 
time of 


broad public discussion over atom 
bomb secrets and a -Canadian in-

Quiet, under-cover 
sentiment 
to 


shift the temporary home of the 
United Nations to San Francisco 
or some other city was develop- 
ing today among delegates to the 
U. N. Security Council. 


A high-ranking member of 
a 


major power delegation told the 
United Press that the council ap- 
pears to be working under a psy- 
chological handicap in New \ork 
— a handicap based on the very 
exciting nature of the city itself 
and on the great distance belween 
Ihe living quarter-offices in Man- 
hattan and the meeting place in 
the Bronx. 


"The Security Council," he ob- 
served, "is suffering from a sense 
of insecurity." 


This official, who atlended the 
San Francisco meeting that 
gave 


birth to the United Nations, belives 
that the western city offered 
the 


solution to the organization's prob- 
lem. 


However, the council itself can't 


do anything about it now. The UN 
assembly decided in London that 
the interim site must be in New 
York City. Nevertheless, the senti- 
ment for a change is present. In 
September, the assembly will meet 
here. Then there will be 
repre- 


sentatives of "51 nations. At present 
there are only 11 nations in session 
here and their delegations 
don't 
like it. 


Officals of several 
delegations 
doubt that the proposed Sperry fac- 
tory site at Lake Success, L. L, 
22 miles from New York, is the 
answer to what they want. So far 
as the present make-shift 
home 


for the council in the Bronx JK con- 
cerned, they say it's impossible. 
They hasten to emphasize 
they 
have nothing against the 
Bronx 


and express appreciation of 
the 
courtesies shov/n them, 
but 
the 


Bronx, they contend, is too 
iar 


from their delegation offices and 
lacks all the facilities needed for 
Ihe smooth operation of a world 
organization. 


Even the British, who had 
op- 


posed the establishment of U. N. 
at any site oulside Ihe northeastern 
United Stales, are dissatisfied with 
the present interim 
home. 
The 
British are in a dilemma, 
they 


admit. They don't like it here but 
they don't know where to go. 
"What we want,1 'said a 
high 


delegation official, "is a place we 
can call home — even if it is tem- 
porary. We want a place where we 
won't feel rushed to get from one 
place to another because of dis- 
tance.- We want a place wilh fa- 
cilities that can accommodate the 
entire organization, concentralcd in 
one place and wilh immedialo ac- 
cess to the advanlages of a big 
city."

Crime Wave 
Worse, Says 
FBI Chief

Washington, April 9—(UP)—FBI 


Director, J. Edgar Hoover warned 
today that the postwar crime wave 
is "getting'\vorse" and attributed 
it to poor parental supervision and 
a break-down in .school and social 
•systems. 


Hoover's warning was released 


by the House Appropriations com- 
mittee, which approved a bill giv- 
ing the FBI all it asked for fiscal 
1947—$28,700,000. 
The 
committee 


said Hoover should come back and 
ask for still more money if 
the 


crime wave continues to develop. 


Attorney 
General 
Tom 
Clark 


said that the juvenile crime pic- 
ture was a "black one". He said 
one of the most depressing 'acts 
was that sex delinquency among 
17-year-old girls increased 3G5 per 
cent last year. 


"We nave talked about the dan- 


ger of a postwar crime wave," 
Hoover said. "That danger is with 
us now; we are in the midst of it. . 
and it is getting worse." 


Using November, 1945, as an ex- 


ample, he said 
that, 
compared 


with November, 1944, there were 
cent more automobile thefts,

29 per cent more murders, 27 per 
per cent more robberies, six per

a hard blow against war mongers 
and reactionary elemcrjts, since it 
takes out of'their hands their most 
important weappn' of propaganda 
against the Soviet union.

of the Army's minimum standards 
of a fourth-grade education." 


And Crlchlon goos on to list six 


failures irj present-day education: 


"1. Seven million children

tween the agcs'.of 5 ,and 17 are not 
now in school, '

(which means 
that they 
can't read a newspaper or a booK. 
or write a letter). 


"3. One teacher in 10—instead of 


the one in 200 of prc-Pcarl Harbor 
days—now holds 
n substandard 
teaching certificate. 


"4. Teachers' colleges have 53 
per cent fewer students learning 
to become educators. 


"5. There 
were 50,000 
fewer 


teaching positions filled in 1944-45, 
and 280,000 teachers have left the 
schools since Pearl Harbor. 
. "(i. In October, 1944, there were 
10,000 closed classrooms." 


The article, as you might sup- 


, pose, deals, in part with the special

Enlistments Curtailed 
Congress has passed 
a series 


of exceedingly generous bills which 
make the American enlisted 
man 


unquestionably the best-paid, best- 
clothed, best-housed, and best-car- 
ed-for soldier in history. Govern- 
ment officials have pleaded for vol- 
unteers on the basis of national 
need and of personal advantage. 
The press and the radio have skil- 
fully beaten the drum for enlist- 
ments. Unsettled and uncomfort- 
able conditions in civilian America 
IIB/O provided a very real incen- 
tive. Yet enlistments have 
not 
come, and 
are not now coming, 


in anything approaching the requir- 
ed proportion. 


There must, of course, be a rea- 
son. The current Lichfield, 
Eng- 


land, Army court-martial revela- 
tion perhaps provides a good idea 
as to just what that reason is. It 
gives llesh-and-blood reality to the 
• "caste system" which former en- 
listed men repeatedly cite as the 
cause for their nauseous reaction 
to all things military. 


An Army captain has resigned as 


1 assistant prosecutor of the Lich- 


field trial, charging that the case 
has been "flagrantly mishandled" 
in an apparently deliberate attempt 
to acquit 
highranking 
officers 


while convicting enlisted men and 
junior officers. 


The case itself is most interest- 


ing—and enlightening. The defend-

This story is neither new nor 


puzzling to discharged 
soldiers. 


Hightly or wrongly, they emerged 
from wartime service with an im- 
pression that extra-legal protection 
is ii cherished privilege of officers.

having seen rough treatment

of wheat in farm storage bins on 
April 1. This was about 122,000,- 
000-r.bushels less than a year ago 
and. the lowest April 
1 reserve 
since 1941. 


On the bright side of the 
food 
picture, however, the report said 
that winter wheat production this 
year should total 830,836,000 bush- 
els. Coupled with a spring wheat 
yield of 260,000,000 bushels, 
this 
should boost total 1946 production 
above the billion bushel mark. 


Agriculture Secretary' Clinton P. 


Anderson said the prospect of an- 
other record wheat harvest would 
enable this country to dip into its 
slender grain reserves 
now 
for 


overseas shipments and 
rebuild 
its sloarge slocks from the winter 
wheat harvest. 


"The forecast of a record winter 


wheat crop makes it possible for 
us to work toward a small carry- 
over on July 1 if necessary to meet 
the export goal," he said. 


Although the

storage to meet three-fourths of 
our domestic and overseas needs, 
officials believed that wheat

figures were coming and going, the

Mr. 
Truman's 
troubles 
are 
traced to a number of causes, in- 
cluding comparatively weak Dem- 
ocratic leadership in Congress and 
the fact thai Ihe Democratic parly, 
itself, is badly divided between its 
southern and northern 
members. 


Another factor is 1he large num- 
ber of proposals with which 
Mr. 
Truman loaded Congress at 
one 


time. He repeated his 21-point leg--, 
islative program in January and 
added a few for good measure. 


But Congress is beginning 
to 


work itself out from under.

president has had spectacular suc- 
cess wilh his foreign policy recom- 
mendations.
